(TEXT) SHORTLY AFTER THE END OF WORLD WAR II PRESIDENT TRUMAN DISSOLVED 
THE OSS ESPIONAGE SERVICE, AND ALLEN DULLES RETURNED TO HIS LAWYER'S OFFICE. 

HE DID NOT LEAVE THE WORLD OF INTERNATIONAL INTRIGUE, OF COURSE: THE FIRM 
OF SULLIVAN AND CROMWELL JOINED FULLY IN THE EFFORT TO ELIMINATE THE RESULTS 
OF THE WAR AND TO REESTABLISH THE POWER OF GERMAN MONOPOLIES THAT WERE 
CLOSELY UNITED WITH FOREIGN CAPITAL, AND JOHN FOSTER DULLES BECAME ONE OF 
TRUMAN'S PRINCIPAL ADVISORS. A PERFECTLY PLANNED PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN FOR 
THE BENEFIT OF BOTH BROTHERS WAS THEN WAGED, MAKING ALLEN D ULLES — THE FRIEND 
OF SS MEN AND THE SABOTEUR OF THE OFFICIAL AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY— ALMOST 
A WAR HERO. 

THE MAIN CHARACTERISTIC OF WASHINGTON OFFICIAL LIFE IS AN UNBELIEVEABLE 
JEALOUSY AND AVIDITY TO GET THE HIGHEST SHARE OF THE SPOILS; THE GENER ALS 
PARTICULARLY ARE NOT LOTH TO SUBMIT EVEN TO THE PRESIDENT ANY NONSENSE WHICH 
WOULD HELP THEM GET SUPPORT AND, MAINLY, FUNDS FOR THEIR PLANS AND THEIR 
PERSONAL FAME. TRUMAN FOUND SOON ENOUGH THAT HE WAS COMPLETELY LOST IN THE 
MULTITUDE OF REPORTS COMING TO HIM. HE THEREFORE BEGAN TO CONSIDER ESTABLISHING 
AN OFFICE WHICH WOULD CHOSE AND COORDINATE INFORMATION FOR HIM.

llENT CIA— THE CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY. HE FUNCTIONED AS AN ADVISOR 
FOR A TIME, AND NOVEMBER 1950 HE RETURNED TO WASHINGTON AND FROM THAT TIME 
ON STAYED THERE. IN t951 HE WAS APPOINTED DEPUTY DIRECTOR AND, TWO YEARS LATER, 
THE CHIEF OF THE CIA. 


HIS BROTHER WAS ALREADY SECRETARY OF STATE IN THE NEW EISENHOWER 
GOVERNMENT AT THE TIME. IN THIS WAY THE ENTIRE MANAGEMENT OF PUBLIC AND 
SECRET AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY CAME INTO THE HANDS OF TWO BROTHERS: THIS 
SITUATION WAS THE MORE DANGEROUS SINCE THESE PEOPLE WERE RUTHLESS AND ENCUMBERED 
WITH THE MOST REACTIONARY NOTIONS AND CONTACTS. 

THE SECRET SERVICES OF CAPITALIST STATES HAVE ALWAYS HARBORED TWO 
DANGERS FOR THE RULERS OF THE WORLD: FIRST, THAT THEY COULD CHANGE THEIR 
REPORTS ACCORDING TO THEIR FERVENT WISHES, AND SECOND, THAT THEY THEMSELVES
